‘Tux abandonment of Point de Galle as 
a port of call for steamers rnuning 
between Europe and the East, ia a 
step of considerable importance from 


many points of view, ‘The landing at 
Galle Harbour has hitherto been one 
of the great events of the so-called 
‘Overland’ route. In spite of its 
undeuiable danger and exceeding iu- 
couvenience, we do not at the momeut 
recal any instauce in which @ pnssou- 
ger, stepping from the ladder on to 
the catamaran, has ever lost his life ; 
but thero is no doubt that great risks 
aro ruu overy timo a steamer drops 
hor auchor in the ever-beaviug waters 
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of the Bay, and many are those who 
are content to forego the enjoyment of 
the tropical scenery ou shore, rather 
than encounter the embarrassments 
incident to disembarkation. That Point 
de Galle is, in a word, as impracticable 
a harbour as it is beautifal and pictur- 
‘esque, does not admit of doubt. For 
the traushipment of cargo, the incon 
veniences have always boon extreme; 
the very safety of vessels is often 
impaired by the strong currents which 
there prevail, and tho irregularity of 
the eea bottom. There will be many, 
doubtless, who will bo inclined to 
regret, from a purely wsthetic point 
of view, the opportunity afforded by 
the old route of seeing some of 
the most picturesque and character- 
istio soonery in the East, The groves 
of waving palm-trees, strotching dowa 
beyond the water's edgo; tho line of 
rugged rocks against which the tarbu- 
lent waves incessantly plashed aud 
beat; the well-kaowa Cinnamon Gar- 
dons and the romantic heights of Wac 
Wolls, with the distant view of Adam’s 
Poak ; all these, and many other fea- 
tures of the two or throe days’ sojourn 
80 familiar to European travellers, will 
no doubt be missed. Bat the change 
which is now impending is said to be 
in every way a most desirable one. 
Where the harbour of Point de Galle 
is uot only dangerous but apparently 
unimprovabie, the harbour of Colombo 
affords wollfounded hopes that it may 
be made into the finest, the most oapa- 
cious, and moat convenient anchorage 
in the East, The Ceylon Times, in 
commenting upou the future of the 
new port, points out that in addition 
to the conveniences it offers for the 
mercantile marine, it will be of equal 
value to the Admiralty for our ships 
of war; the southern portion of the 
harbour to be placed at the disposal of 
the former, the northern to be devoted 
tothe Inter. Were this properly carried 
out, our contemporary is of opinion 
that Colombo would be uuapproneh- 
able in excelleuce as a harbour, whilst 
the naval and military resources of the 
island would be concentrated at ove 





point, much to the advantage of the | 


public service. But we must uot let 
ourselves be too much carried away 
by first impressions. “ Accommoda- 
tion on shore of various kinds would 
of course have to be provided in this 
case, but we believe that avy outlay for 
this purpose would be found to be the 
cheapest as well as the most effective 
polioy that could beadopted. ... There 
are no warehouses, work-yards, or 
other accommodation at the prosout 








northern port [Triucomalee] that could 
not be equally well provided hore; and 
were it decided to use the northern end 
of our bay for the ships of the royal 
navy, ample room could be provided at 
‘Mattaknlin for the erection of spacious 
and commodious buildings.” It would 
appear, then, that there is much to be 
done yet, before Colombo can be fitted 
with all the necessaries of ils new 
position. Railway commanication with 
other parts of the island is another 
desideratum ; and tho mercantile com- 
munity do not believe, we are told, that 
any of these improvements, or all of 
them put together, will do anything to 
expaud the commerce of the port, 
saving in tho one matter of coal. 
“Our tea and cinchona industries will 
oxpaud, doubtless, year by year, but 
not sufficiently to provide freight for 
many more steamers, whilst the import 
of goods which may be required in 
consequence of the new passongor- 
traffic that will arise, oanuot appre- 
cinbly affeet tho trade of Colombo, 
whatever amouut of money that influx 
may circulate amongst the traders of 
the place.” Indeed the more we road 
the lees encouragement we appear to 
find. The only poiats in which Colombo 
is superior to Trincomalee soom trivial, 
as put forward by the Ceylon Times. 
We are told that Is of war could 
obtain better aud larger supplies of 
vegetables, fruit, meat, aud so on, at 
Colombo than at 
assistance of railway communication ; 
aud that wages for dock-labourers are 
oue-third cheaper in the former place 
than at the latter, where an excessive 
tariff prevails. On the other hand, 
all wo lave ever known and read 
about Ceylon points to the immonse su- 
periority of Trincomalee over Colombo. 
The Bay of Trincomalee is dosccib- 
ed as almost laud-locked, presenting 
a sceue of perfect tranquillity and 
beauty ; its fiue expanse of water is 
as still as an inland lake, and equally 
sheltered. The testimony of Sir J. 
Emerson Tennent is still more remark- 
able in its bearing on the present case. 
“On comparing this magnificent bay,” 
ho writes, “ with the open and unshellered 
roadstead of Colombo, aud the dangerous 
and incommodious harbour of Galle, it 
excites an emotion of surprise and 
regret that any other than ‘Trincomalee 
shouid base been solected as the 
seat of Government and the commer- 
cial capital of Ceylon, As a barbonr, 
Trivcomalee is renowued for its extent 


























and security ; but its peculiar superi- 
| ority over ovory other in tho Indian 








seas cousists in its perfect accessibility 
to every description of craft, in every 
variation of the weather.” In the face 
of all this testimony, on all sides of the 
questiou, we may rest assured that the 
original rejection of Trincomalee as a 
harbour and coaling station for lines of 
mail-steamers and probably for men- 
of-war, must have been based on con- 
siderations of unusual weight, of which 
the world generally knowa nothing, 
It is of course too late now to shift the 
comercial ceutre of Ceylon to the 
spot most adapted for the purpose ; and 
wo find ourselves compelled to spend an 
enormous amount of money ia a break. 
water to enclose a natural rondatoad, 
instead of being able to avail ourselves 
of the ready-made and perfect anchor.

Thomas 
Francis Hughes. ‘The author describos 
what to us are the trivial incidonts of lifo 
China with a vivacity and freshness 
thy of all praise, and inspires them 
with no small amount of interest and at- 
tractiveness. Mrs. Hughes's experiencos 
are, however, not conlined to the well- 
known open ports of China, Sho spent 
cighteon months in Formosa, aud tho 
picture she draws of the Beautiful Island 
isa very charming one, Shanghai afforded 
her with plenty of scenes and enti 
to write about; so did Chefoo, in deserib- 
which favourite resort she gives a 
very pleasant account of her visit to the 
| Bamboo Temple. ‘This chapter, the one 
in which sho describes a Chinese wedding, 
and the story of Wang and the Highway- 
man, had already been published by her 
in tho pages of a Shanghai newspaper ; and 
it speaks well for the style of the writer 
that such coufessedly ephemeral compo 
tions should cut so vory respectable a 
figure in the more pormanent form of a 
book. Ono great merit in Mra, Hugh 
volume is the almost entiro absence of 
gush, On one occasion sho does ac- 
knowledye that while being carried in 
in a sedan chair through the sconery of 
Povtoo, she remarked to herself, “Oh 
Nature, how artistically and with what ex- 
quisite taste all your works aro executed ! 
—but the true eyo for beauty with which 
the is favoured is moro than au excusy for 
the enthusiastic little platitude. Generally 
j speaking, Mrs, Hughes's observations aro 
s-asoned with a pleasant spice of humour, 
| which adds geeatly to their point, ‘The 
following dosctiption of a north-cast yale 
tho Formosan Channel is very graphic. 
| Me, and Mra. Hughes were returning from 
| Takow to Amoy on board a Chinese 
transport, officored and manned entirely by 
natives. As soun as they had left their 
comfortable anchorage the wind freshened, 
Harge black clonds commenced to gather 
j ominously overhead, and there was every 
| indication of a coming storm. At last they 
were iu the thick of a furious gale :— 
Never shall I forggt the horrors ofthat 
Areadful The steamer had, it 
appeared, left hee Vallast behind in Fors 
igs, aud was not at all prepared for bad 
weather ; so that when we were exposed to 
we full fury of the storm, we were pitched 
about in such a manner that tho ship 
almost became unmanageable, and we were 
in constant danger of being capsized 5 
at times werhecled over to such an extent 
at it really seemed as if we could never 
[regan an” upright positions the wind 
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howled frantically through the rigging, the 
aoa broke constantly over the vessel” and 
came pouring in torrents into the cabins ; 
and above tho din of the storm were heard 
the unearthly yelling of the Chinese crew, 
the flapping of sails which had broken away 
from their fastenings, and the smashing of 
all kinds of articles as they were dashed 
about in the cabins and on the decks. 
‘When we considered that the vessel (un- 
Prepared as she was for such a storm), and 

jer machinery, were entirely in the hands 
of Chinese, our feelings may be more easily 
imagined ‘than described. Fortunately 
the captain managed to turn his steamer 
round, and it was with sincere thank- 
fulness that I found we were on our way 
back to Fisher Island, where we at last 
found rest and a secure anchorage, after 
the most anxious time I ever passed in my 
life. Many atime since, when sitting quietly 
in my room, have my thoughts run back to 
that dreadful night, and again have I heard 
those roaring waves, the howling wind, aud 
the fearful cries of the Chinese on board. 

On another occasion, while in Foochow, 
‘Mrs. Hughes was terribly harrowed by 
hearing tho heartrending and piercing 
screams of a woman, just outside the 
house, The mourner groaned, howled, aud 
screeched in a manner that left no doubt 
whatever as to the genuineness of her 
grief, and Mrs. Hughes in tho excess of 
ker sympathy hastened to the verandah, 
“full of earnest pity for tho poor creature, 
and wondering how many of her nearest and 
dearest she could have lost [in a recentstorm 
which had desolated the neighbourhood] 
to account for the bitterness of her sorrow.” 
The following colloquy then took place, a 
servant acting as interpreter. Had she 
lost her husband ?—No.—Her father or 
mother ?—No.—Her child ?—No.—What 
then was the cause of her awful misery? 
‘The answer, writes Mrs. Hughes, came out 
slowly but distinctly: ‘Yesterday that 
largey win’ come, she hav losee one smallo 
pig!"—We have no space for more, but 
recommend Mrs, Hughes's book with the 
‘utmost confidence to our readers. 

Mr. C. E. Miiller, who some time ago 
made a very valuable collection of Chinese 
curiosities for a museum in Berlin, has now 
compiled au interesting album of native- 
drawn views of Nanking. Of course, in 
criticising works of art of this description, 
it ia necessary to judge from a very 
different point of viow from that which 
an art critic adopts when passing judg- 
ment on the works produced by artists 
who aspire to fame at the exhibitions 
of the Society of Painters in Water Colours. 
‘The Chinese landscapes, painted in water 
colours by native artists,—wholly unaided 
by professional assistance, like Mark Twain 
when he sketched the horse and carriage 
in which his party drove from Heilbronu,— 
can only be equalled by Mr. Whistler's 
nocturnes in blue and gold which so 
provoked the indiguation of Mr. Ruskin, 
or the hasty daubs besun and finished 
in five minutes by a “ professairo” on a 
London stage, and rafiied before the paint is 
dry. In this album of water-colour sketches 
of Nanking there are fifty paintings on 
Chinese paper, each about twelve inches 
square, and mounted on cloth. ‘The views 
include some pictures that are particularly 
well done, which ought to please even the 
most fastidious cesthetes, and furnish models 
for Mr. Postlethwaite to live up to. Tho 
hills around Nanking, many of which are 
































crowned with temples, tho picturesque 
prospects of hill and dale, the expansive 
Yangtsze and its flects of junks, no doubt 
present natural attractions to the native 
artist of modern times which could be 
equalled at few places ; and when there is 
added to thesenatural charms the splendour 
and wealth which found a home there for 
centuries, and thearchitectural magnificence 
of the temples, palaces, pagodas, aud tombs 
tho remains of which are still to be seon, 
it is no wonder that there should be many 
paintings of ancieut Nanking which are 
well worth reproduction, and which form 
interesting studies. There is not very much 
to admire in the paiutings of some of the 
palaces aud temples; they remind one of 
the willow-pattera plates, of which the 















not far frou it, 
It is curious to notice ou one picture a 
couple of travellers on mules, very life-like 
although of infinitesimal proportions. The 
“deep gully of spirits and pine-trees” has 
its own Tam o’ Shauter, who is ridiug a 
‘grey mare not yet deprived of her tail, but 
the pagoda iu front of him might be another 
Allowa’ kirk, The famous Pagoda with 
porcelain tiles is represouted as a struc- 
ture very brightly painted, like a piece of 
confectionery. Many of the other pictures 
are worthy of note ; but they are too numer- 
ous to particulatise, and we will only 
remark that while the great coutrast be- 
tween ancivnt and modern Nanking is 
in the departure of a glory that was 
world-wide, still, it is strauge, and hard 
to say what it may augur, that the 
modern Chinese painter in water-colours 
includes amongst his pictures of Nan- 
king a group of foreign buildings with 
huge brick towers emitting dense volumes 
of saoke,—a somewhat fanciful represent 
tion of the Arsenal. We would recommend 
‘Mr. Milller’s collection of water-colours to 
anyone who wishes to send an interesting 
curiosity to friends at home, and residents 
in China will no doubt admire it also. 

‘The Concert given on Thursday evening 
by the young pupils of Mr. Hansen at tho 
Temperance Hall was exceedingly well 
attended. The first part consisted entirely 
of performances on the piano-forte, and, 
there is no doubt, stood in need of a little 
variety. The pieces were generally well 
played, one very little girl, in particular, 
winning much well-earned applause by the 
precision of her fiugering iu a duett with 
her preceptor. In the course of the frst 
part Mr. Hansen played an arrangement of 
his own, on the motif of ‘Home, Sweet 
Home ;' and although that gentleman 
deserves much credit for originality of 
treatment, we venture to say that, of the 
two versions, we are inclined to prefer 
‘Thalberg’s. The second part of the enter- 
tainment consisted of a patlour-drama 
entitled ‘The Tramps.’ This created an 
immeuse amount of amusement, We have 
seldom witnessed a funuier scene than that 
of the little boy dressing himself up in his 
grandmother's night-gown, with an enor- 
mous white-frilled cup, and then dancing 
about the platform. But while every 
allowance is to be made for the extremo 
youth of most of the performers, we would 























suggest to Mr. Hansen to try and infuso 
rather a greater attempt at naturalness 
into his pupils in the delivery of the words 
allotted to them. They spoke throughout 
in a balanced sing-song tone, more akin to 
children repeating a lesson than to little 
men and women on thestage, ‘The audience 
however were more than lenient—they 
were thoroughly appreciative, as was at~ 
tested by frequent rounds of very hearty 
applause, and at least one encore—that 
honour having been accorded to a piano- 
forte piece arranged for four hands. Alto- 
gether Mr. Hansen's young pupils did 
him much credit, and we hope that their 
numbers will increase, 

Professor Payne gave the first of his per- 
formances at the Temperance Hall on Tu 
day night, to a fairly numerous and highly 
appreciative audience. A large number of 
splendid tricks, some of them familiar to 
the old frequenters of Amusement-halls, 
‘and others more or less peculiarly his own, 
were performed in every case with much 
neatness ; and after each trick « bond sid, 
explanation of how it was done was given. 
‘Tho machinery used was fully exhibited, 
the sleight-of-hand practised was gous 
through slowly, and done over again, for 
the sake of beginners; and at the 
conclusion of the programme every one of 
the audience went home thoroughly satis- 
fied that ho was an accomplished follower 
of what in olden times was called the black 
art, Explanations” such as the Profe 
announced have invariably been, in our 
experience up till last Tuesday evening, 
bogus exposures, consisting of a remark that 
“if the spectator’s oye was quicker than tho 
performer's hands it would soon perceive tho 
deception”—aud soon. Professor Payue’s 
performance on Tuesday night differed, 
however, from any we have ever previously 
seon in being a genuine elucidation of what 
could not but have, to many if not most of 
those present, till that hour partaken of the 
nature of a mystery. His Cabinet tricks, 
bag-and-box trick, ct hoc genus ome, 
which have on a previous occasion been 
highly spoken of, formed the seound part of 
the entertainment, The excellence of last 
night's “show” should secure Me, Payne 
‘a good house on the occasion of his secoud 
performance. 

‘On Tuesday night, a fire broke out in tho 
house No. 255 Hankow Road occupied as a 
Silk gouds shop, and spread with such great 
rapidity that in afew moments the whole 
premises were in a blaze. Information was 
promptly brought to the Central Station 
and the Fire-bell indicated by three strokes 
the locality where the Brigades were re- 
quired, without waiting to give the prelimi- 
nary alarm. The Hook and Ladder Company 
were the first on the ground, and they at 
once cleared the houses which were on the 
opposite side of the road, as well as the 
buildings conterminous with that in whieh 
the fire was raging, of all light woodwork 
in front presenting a ready means for the 
fire spreading. This done, they devoted 
themselves to razing to the ground the 
building to which the danger was as yet 
coufined. The Chinese extincteurs were 
soon about in goodly numbers and were 
of considerable use in playing upon ex 
posed portions of the neighbouring houses 
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which every moment were threatening 
to give the fire an opportunity of extending 
its hold. The ‘‘ Deluge” Engine was next 
on the scene, and as soon as a plentiful 
supply of water was obtained by it, 
from wells near-by, it was seen that 
the conflagration, such as it was, had 
beon got under. ‘The firemen belonging to 
No. 2 Engine mustored, in apparently very 
full force, almost simultaneously with the 
arrival of the “Deluge,” and their engine 
“ Victoria” was stationed in Foochow Road, 
where also the French engine was in readi- 
ness. The services of the latter were not, 
however, required ; and all danger and 
excitement wero at an end within less 
than an hour of the time the bell sounded. 
The fire at one time burned most fiercely ; 
and when at its height threatened to 
assume serious proportions. The prompti- 
tude with which the various Brigades 
turned out, and the short. time in 
whioh, fortunately, a full supply of water 
was obtainable—the first engine was 
playing on the fire within half an hour of 
the first sound of the bell—combined with 
the good management of the whole of the 
assistance on the ground, and the highly 
useful and valuable work of the Hook and 
Ladder men, were suflicient to cope with 
the situation, The efforts of the Fire 
Department were aided considerably by 
the oxistence of a fire-wall on the near 
side of the building in which the fire 
originated. Not much damage was done, 
only two or three small Chinese houses 
‘oyed. The cause of the out- 
id to have been the upsetting of 
a lamp by a sick woman, so as to ignite the 
curtains of the bed on which she was 
lying. She was unable to check the 
flames at first; there was no one near 
at the time to help her; and the house 
as the phrase goes, “went like tinder.” 
In connection with this fire there is one fact 
Pleasant to note, A day or tio ago every 
alternate plank in the boxing with which 
the Municipality have in their wisdom 
aurrrounded the Fire-bell, was removed as 
an experiment, in answer to the frequent 
remarks that have been lately made to 
the effect that the bell does not ring out 
over the Settlement as it should do. The 
very greatly improved clearness of the 
alarm given last night may be taken 
a8 a proof that, were the boarding all re- 
moved, the full benefit of the Fire-bell 
might be secured. 

A smnall fire occurred on Friday night 
opposite the Racquet Court, but was 
extinguished without the aid of the Fire 
Department. ‘The damage was confined to 
one Chinese house. 

At the Criminal Court on Friday Mr. G. 
A. Lindsay, Mr. R. H. Percival, Mr. E. 
i. Latty and Mr. W. Buchanan were each 
fined $25, for non-attendance as jurors.

The German gunboat IVolf had, according 
to the Hongkong papers, loft Hoihow for 
Tinhosa to inquire into the circumstances 
of the wreck and looting of the s.s. Quinta 
at that place. 

‘The entertainments decided upon by the 
Reception Committee at Hongkong appear 
to be onan extensive scale, The town is 
to be illuminated, as woll as tho heights, 
while a display of Chinese fireworks will be 
given in the Public Gardens ; an address of 
welcome will be presented, which is to be 
drawn up by the Hon. F. Snowden ; the 
Choral Society will perform the ‘ Pirates 
of Penzance” in the City Hall; and a 
theatrical represeutation will be given by 
the Chinese. In addition to this, a Public 
Ball is to be given after the Masonic Ball, 
if circumstances permit ; and thero is a 
possibility of the annual Regatta being 
fixed for such a day as will suit the arrival 
of the Royal midshipmen. It is to be 
hoped their Royal Highnesses will be per- 
mitted to accept the festivities that our 
Hongkong friends aro bestirring themselves 
to get up in their honour.

Our readers are of course aware that there 
is a mission in Shanghai in connection with 
the East Honganji, Kivto; and from the 
same temple (in connection with which 
there is a large modern building, foreign 
style, used as a college or training-institu- 
tion for young priests), several Japanese 
Buddhists have visited Europe, We now 
learn by the Hiogo News’ translations 
from the native press that ‘a temple in 
connection with the East Honganji is to be 












established at Tientsin, and a priest left 
Kioto for that place a few days ago.”— 
‘From the same source we extract the follow- 
ing three items in regard to the opposition 
to Christianity which the Buddhists priests 
of Japan are now prosecuting :—‘‘ The 
directors of the East and West Honganji 
consider that, in order to check the ad- 
vances of Christianity, great efforts must 
be made to extend their religion. It was 
therefore resolved to establish branches in 
Corea and Loochoo, even if the expense 
involved delayed the completion of the 
main temple at Kioto.”—‘‘ The priests be- 
longing to over nine hundred Buddhist 
temples in Hiroshima Ken have formed a 
society to arrest the progress of Chris 
tianity. ‘They have styled it Yaso-kic-Tai- 
ji-sha (Association for the Expulsion of 
Christianity.”) — “Several residents of 
Himeji, Harima, propose to check the pro- 
gress of Christianity by organizing a large 
association, the members of which will 
bound to hold no communication with con- 
verts to the foreign religion.” 


‘The latest instance of consorship ex- 
ercised over the Japanese native press is 
reported by the Hiogo News, in the inter- 
esting translations given regularly in that 
paper, as follows :—“The Kioto corres 
pondents of the native papers were ordered 
to submit to the reception committee all 
items concerning the reception of the 
British Princes.” 

‘The Hiogo News says :—By the formula 
recently adopted by the Japanese Govern- 
ment for ascertaining the tonnage of vessels, 
a cnsiderable reduction is made in pre- 
vious measurements. For example, the 
men-of-war Hiyei-kan, Moshun-kan and 
Teibo-kan are now put down at 1,431 tons, 
223 tons and 132 tons respectively, being a 
reduction of 330 tons, 173 tons and 52 tons 
on the former computations. 

The Japan Herald translates from the 
Mainichi: Shimbun :—The Chinese Envoy 
will shortly leave Tokio for Peking, His 
hurried departure is connected with diplo- 
matic affairs. We are, however, unable to 
vouch for the accuracy of the report.” The 
Japan Gazette thus alludes to the rumour : 
—“Tt is currently reported that the 
Chinese Minister will shortly return to his 
country. The cause of his sudden recall 
is not known, though several contradictory 
rumours are afloat.” 

The Osaka Shimpo, translated by the 
Hiogo News, remarks :—“ Trade is brisk at 
the Russian ports in the Pacific, and 
several merchants of that nationality are 
going to open houses at Kobe. We hear 
that a Russian Consul will also be appointed 
there.” 

‘The China Mail remarks that two addi- 
tional names are now mentioned at Home 
in connection with the Governorship of 
Hongkong, viz., those of Sir George F. 
Bowen, and Sir William C. F. Robinson. 

‘Tho Aunual Conference of the American 
Missionary body at Foochow was opened 
on the 16th iust. at that port. 

The Foochow Herald is given to under- 
stand that the long-pending dispute be 
tween the English Missionaries and the 
Chinese regarding the purchase of the land 
on the Teng Hillock has at last been set- 
tled. It seems that, during the late visit 
of H. B. M.'s Minister to that port, Sie 
‘Thomas Wade compelled the Chinese to 
hand over the property purchased, which

Tho Lav Journal, one of the best aittho- 
on a matter of the kind, has been 
lately with the question whether 
it is or is not justifinble homicide to kill a 
burglar or honsebreaker in the defence of 
one’s life and property. Although, as that 
paper says, the law relating to justifi- 
able homicide is not altogether scientific, 
it is plain and intelligible enough with re- 
spect to the protection of property. A violent 
tack on property may be repelled by 
violence, and if the assailaut should be 
killed the homicide is justifiable. If a re- 
volver were used azainst an ordinary pick- 
et, a conviction for murder might 
but its uso ayainst a garrotter or a 
highwayman would be excusable. It would 
be murder to shoot a inau who came by 
daylight throuzh the open hall-lovr to 
steal an overcoat ; but it would be legally 
exctsable tu shoot at a man 
seen cutting a hole in the shutter of the 
house at midnight. Some law; 
suggest a distinction betweon house-brea 
ing and burglary—that is, breaking 
house between the hours of nine at night 
and six in the morning ; but the true test 
appears to be whether a violent crime is 
intended to be prevented. But, the Law 
Journal adds, “in order to justify the use 
of a deadly weapon, houselwiders must 
show satisfactory grounds fur beli 
a forcible attempt was being made ou their 
property.” 

A case is reported in the Mudras Mui 
to hand by the last steamer from [udia 
which is of not a litte importance to all 
who are concerned with shipping, in any 
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part of tho world. Mr. R. ©. Walker, 
the plaintiff in the case, sought to recover 
from the P. and 0.

LAWS AFFECTING USURY IN CHINA. 
Ir all that Moses ever wrote, and Mr. 
Ruskin and the Brothers Sillar have 
ainoo repeated, agaiust the sin of usury, 
were to be applied to the Chinese, we 
fear that they would prove far greater 
sioners thau avy other commercial 
nation upon the globe. The Hebrews, 
it is true, bave always bad rather 
a bad name for usury ; it is, however, 
condemned by their moral law, and 
they practise it they do so in violation 
of that law. The Chinese, on the 
other band, regard the lending of money 
at what appear to us exorbitant rates 
of interest, as an honourable profession, 
_ 8 common pawnbroking-busjuess form. 
ing, indeed, one of the most usual 
stents resorted to by millionaires, 
without risk of tho slightest slur being 
cast upon their character for either 
benevolence or probity. 

Now every political economist: is 
aware of, we will not say the injurious. 
oss, bot the fatility, of Jaws affecting 
interest, We all know that such enact. 
ments are unjust, seeing that they 
violates the rights of property ; every 
man baving as inherent a right to pat 
any price he chooses upon his capital 
ag upon any other of his possessions, 
Wo kuow, too, that the pric of mouey 
is determined by the natural laws of 
supply domand qnite independently 
of any legal interference whatever; 
Unt it is more varinble, perhaps, than 
that of any other commodity ; and that 
any such attempts on the part of a 
Government to regulate or restrain the 
freedom of the money-market give rise 
to the gravest and most disastrous 
flnctuntions, ‘The Chinese, however, 
are not yet fully alive to these clear 
facts, ‘The regulation of interest has 
been the object of legislation for many 
centuries,—not long after they first 
began to exact interest in payment 
for money loane, ‘This, as fur as wo 
have been able to discover, was about 
200 yeurs before Christ, under ‘Tein 
Shih Huang-ti, It is possible that 
during the Chou dynasty, when the 

of the Empire was in a 
gg condition, there was some 
unrecognised system of paying for the 
use of money. But it is an historical 
fact that it was not antil the overthrow 
of the Chou and the establishinents of 
the short-lived Ts’in that usary became 
the object of legislative enactments, 
and the legal maximum rate was then 
fixed at thirty per cent per annum. 
According to this law, the interest is 
payable monthly, at three per cent per 
mensem, no payment being made for 
the sixth, the twelfth, and the inter. 
calary mouths of the yoar; and it is, 
we believe, still in force. At first it 
created a great outers, being denounced 
by several publicists ns a measnro of 
the greatest tyrauny and injuriousness ; 
Inter writers, however, have defended 
it warmly, and we shall glnuee at their 
arguments later on, The legal recog. 




































nition of fhis rate of interest ander 
Tsin Shih Huang-ti was adopted in 
order to fil the Imperial exchequer at 
the public expeuse ; the bad policy of 
which was so soon apparent that ener- 
getic measnres wero taken by tho 
Emperors of the Han dynasty to put a 
stop to interest altogether. Daring 
the succeeding reigns, different fiuan- 
cial schemes were adopted one after 
the other, under ench of which the 
practice of usury was followed and 
proscribed alternately ; and it is the 
dynasty of Sang which may claim the 
honour of having been the first to in- 
troduco bank bills. To sum up the 
whole history, however, in two words, 
it is enough to say that interest bas 
bee subject to the control of the legis- 
lature in China for nearly sixteen cen- 
turies, and that there bas been nothing 
in all that long experience to disprove 
the accepted opinion of Western publi- 
cists respecting the injurious effects of 
Government interference in a matter 
which is quite outside the province of 
a Government's jurisdiction, 

‘There is, at the same time, one 
provision affecting the accumulation of 
interest wh strikes us as both 
moderate and just. However long the 
payment. of a debt may be deferred, 
Ube interest can never become # por- 
tion of the eapilal. In other words, 
it is not pormitted to charge compound 
interest, or interest npon the original 
interest. which may have fallen into 
arrears, The evactment in Kang-hi’s 
edition of the Hwuy-tien in as rigorous 
us it is, iu a seuse, amusing. “ Who- 
ever shall inake any loan, whether of 
money or real estate, shall not be 
permitted to receive more than three 
per cent, per month, However the 
y linge increased by the lapse 
of months and years, the capital and 
interest shall ‘always remain distinct. 
Avy attempt to contravene this law 
shall be punished with forty blows, 
while any man who has recourse to 
artifice with a view to ndding the 
interest to the principal, shall receive 
abundred, Whoever shall be accused 
of having failed to pny one month’s 
interest on a debt, shall receive teu 
blows, and so on in proportion, up to 
the sixth month. ‘I'hen the debtor 
may bo compelled to pay tho capital 
and interest together; but if any man 
takes the Inw into his own hands, and 
seizes the money by force, he shall 
receive eighty blows himself.” There 
is a probability that this Inw was in 
force as early as the dynasty of Sung; 
it is known to have been adopted by 
the Tsings from the Minge, who in- 
herited it in their turn from the Yuens, 
and these are as likely as uot to have 
found it in existence under the line 
of Emperors they superseded. 

We now como to the arguments 
used by Chinese publicists in favour 
of the legalisation of thirty per cent as 
the highest rate of iuterest. These are 
both original and characteristic. Oue 
writer avers that the object of the 
Government in carrying this measure 
































was to prevent the value of real estate 
increasing out of proportion to that of 
money, and to bring about, indirectly, 
the equal distribution of landed pro- 
perty among the families of the Empire. 
“Tt is ovident,” he says, “ that, money 
being inferior to real estate, by reason 
of its liability to fluctuation or loss, a 
given value in real estate would be 
preferable to the same value in money ; 
and that, from this cause, everybody 
would choose rather to havo a smaller 
valuo in real estate with good security 
than # larger value in coin. The higher 
the interest of money, the more landed 
property will be required to be equiva- 
Jent to it in value, just in the same way 
asa larger extent of bad ground is 
necessary to equal a smaller extent of 
rich and fertile soil. Besides,” he cou- 
tines, with convincing logic, “ the 
larger the amount of property which 
is needed to be equal to money, the 
ensier it will be for the poorer classes 
to preserve whut they have, and even 
to acquire more, seeing that euch pro- 
perty does uot imply actaal wealth ; 
aud further, for the same reason, divi- 
sions of Iaud ate both easy among 
families and advantageous to the state, 
as regards such property as the Go- 
vorument bas in view.” Again, be 
says, “since the interest of money bas 
beon fixed so high, uobody has thought 
of hoarding it, and the circulation bas 
in consequence been far brisker and 
more general.” Another writer on 
national finance is equally clear in bis 
convictions, aud very much more dif- 
fuse. “Tho proportion and corres 
pondence of exchanges,” he points out, 
“ean never be sufficiently convenient, 
uniform, or covstant, to subserve the 
covtinual, varied, and divided wants 
of the body politic. Money, as the 
symbol and equivalent of a fixed and 
recognised value, lends itself the more 
readily to thes requisitions the more 
easily and promptly it may be cir. 
culated, It is, therefore, the natural 
resonrce aud ivstrament of trade, which 
can ouly flourish as long as the un- 
fettered circulation of money facilitates, 
augmente, hasteus, and perpetuates ex- 
changes. But,” be continues after 
certain other equally relevant aud 
valuable remarks, “money having only 
‘a precarious and conventional value ia 
exchanges, everything which affects it 
iu avy way brings loss and damage to 
the commuuity at large ; these in their 
turn bring fresh losses, and so the 
course of business isseriously deranged.” 
The moral of all which is, that tho 
more freely money circulates the more 
prosperous trade will be; and tho 
higher the interest allowed by law the 
more freoly will money circulate. 
Chinese reasoning is generally char- 
acterised by circumlocation rather than 
by clearness of argument, and by 
verbosity rather than by logic, It is 
not necessary for us to quote more 
fully from these portentons writers; 
we may, however, remark that their 
views are by no means uncontroverted 
by rival economists, mapy of whom 
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regard the legalisation of high interest 
ag @ grievous injary to the state. “The 
ancients,” says Liang-chion, “por- 
mitted only very low rates to be 
charged; that of thirty per cont is 
a public injustice and oppression. 
Tt is impossible to imagine a usury 
more monstrous than this.” The 
facts of this author, however, aro 
disputed ; and tho question resolves 
itself into one of historical criticism. 
Wo ueod only recapitulate in brief the 
arguments in favour of the law as it 
stands at present. In the first place, 
it is usefal to commerce in that it opeus 
a career to al] who are endowed with 
business talents, and produces a more 
equitable distribution of commercial 
opportunities, Secondly, it causes 
money to circulate freely through the 
Empire, and to fructify for the benefit 
of all into whose hands it may come. 
Thirdly, it only increases the price of 
such articles as pander to effeminney 
and display, And fourthly, it facilitates 
Toans and makes them rainous, so that 
debtors are impelled to relieve them- 
selves of their liabilities mach sooner 
than they would be if fresh loans could 
be contracted at a more favourable rate, 
‘and prodigals are enabled to rnin them. 
solves with all the greater promptitade 
‘and case ! 

We leave these remarkable idens to 
tho consideration of our thoughtfal 
readers, That the train of rensoning 
pursued by Chinese publicists is original, 
aud even a little difficult to follow, is 
au observation which may be hazarded 
without much fear of ridicule recoiling 
on ourselves, At the same time there 
is sufficient, thought in the passages we 
have quoted to show that political 
economy does exist as a science among 
tho Chinese, and that the careful study 
of some of the best Western writers on 
questions of national finance would re- 
sult in clearor and truer views than 
have been current here for so many 
centuries,

Tr has been often and perbaps justly 
remarked, that the entire science and 
paraphernalia of heraldry are a relic 
of feudal barbarism. The reward of 
merit in the battlefield or Cabinet is 
too frequoutly confined to the confor- 
ment of gewgaws which, in themselves, 
may apponr childish from a philosophic 
point, and do much towards fos 
toring a love of trivial vanity unworthy 
of a military or diplomatic hero, OF 
course, however, the value of a decora- 
tion is vot to be gauged by the size 
and glitter of a star, or tho breadth 
and colour of a sash, It is only as the 
public and royal recoguition of personal 
great qualities that the ornaments of a 
chivalric Order can claim the reverence 
of the world at large, or present # 
fitting object of pride in the eyes of 
those on whom they are conferred, 
‘There is one point, however, which 
cannot fail to strike every reader of 
the article on ‘Stars, Crosses, and 














Ribands’ lately published in the Pall 
Mall Budget. While mavy orders are 
apparently regarded by the representa 
tives of certain royal and noble houses 
as theirs by a sort of hereditary right, 
it is undeniable that the virtues which 
are supposed to enlitle their possessors 
to the coveted distinction are those 
which are of greater value in a low 
condition of civilisution than ins higher. 
We probably all look forward, moro 
‘or less hopefully, to a time when war 
shall be no more, aud when even the 
arts of over-renebing one’s ucighbour 
shall be rendered avachronous by an 
elevation of the moral seuse among 
nations as well as in private life. 
Courage aud diplomatic I, though 
still retaining their inherent and iu- 
trinsic virtne, will then become of less 
acconnt in the arbitrament of interna. 
tional disputes. ‘That they still retain 
even much of the practical value which 
belonged to them in the darker ages 
of the past, is of course to bo regretted. 
Bat, as the education of the world is 
ever growing, so shall we, or our 
descendants, see a time when these 
qualities will naturally and ensily yield 
precedence to those of gentler and 
nobler stamp, aud the distribution of 
honours by the Sovereign be guided 
by modified considerations, We may 
look forward to a day when the great 
men of tho uation shall be those who 
take the lead not in war, not in diplo- 
macy, but in the worthier pursuits of 
literature and science. Tho honours 
offered to the great masters of prose 
and verse have hitherto been of a 
dubious nature. On oue occasion, 
daring ‘the administration of Lord 
Palmerston, a worthy chemist of the 
good town of Dover, who happened to 
be mayor when some great persounge 
Ianded at that famous port, was 
honoured by Her Majesty with a 
knighthood. Sir Peter Stubbs pro- 
bably did his best to assume a 
chivalrous and knightly nir as he 
pounded his honest drags and dis. 
pensed his harmless pills, while Lady 
Stubbs bore her blushing honours, with 
what grace she might, amid the intri- 
cncies of her husband’s petty cash. 
‘That very year, if we mistake not, the 
same distinction was offered to the 
Poot Lanrente; and, it is scarcely 
necessary to say, declined. Then nw 
attempt was made, we beliore by Lord 
Aberdare, to found an Order for Litora- 
ture, Tho scheme fell through ; but 
a bint is given in the Pall Mall Budget 
that it may in the not very distant 
future be revived. We hold that the 
man of science is a greater benefactor 
to the world thau the soldier, The 
one may protect hia country, but the 
other benefits his race. It is not un- 
reasonable to expect that the taste and 
necessity for war will diminish in exact 
proportion as the taste for scientific 
and literary pursuits increases. Apart 
from feats of military and diplomatic 
skill, almnost the only services distinctly 
rewarded hitherto, we believe, have 
been feats of geographical discovery. 

















Here wo seo the commencement of 
what we trust will prove a now depar. 
ture. There would be nothing deroga. 
tory to the dignity of the most accom. 
plished literary and scientific man in 
the acceptance of a decoration offered 
to him in recognition of services which 
could not, aud probably would uot, 
command @ money price, Great musi- 
cinns and great doctors have recently 
been knighted ; but simple knighthood 
does uot, by reason of its more modern 
associations, carry with it that prestige 
which would attach to the insignia of 
an Order consecrated exclusively to a 
particular class of merits. It would be 
well that there should be some recog- 
nised method by which the services of 
such men as ‘I'yndall, Huxley, and Max 
Miiller in science,—and comparative 
philology may fairly bo called a science 
now—and Tennysou, Carlyle, Brown- 
ing, Swinburne, Buckle, and Spencer, 
in literature, might be gracefully and 
properly acknowledged. Some of those 
that we have named have passed away, 
and uoue of them, perbaps, have boon 
such as would have prized a title for its 
own sake, But it is not only with a 
viow to gratifying the amour propre of 
a great man that such an Order as has 
been proposed would bo established, 
Iu paying honour to the heroes of the 
book and pon, Englaud as a nation 
would herself receive more honour tht 
she could bestow ; for she would 
the world a proof that, in the estimation 
of Englishmen at least, a sharo of ro. 
verence is due to those who labour with 
theit brains for the good of humanity 
at large, aud to whose researches, dis- 
coveries, and creations the world will 
owe its most important quota of ad- 
vaucement in the truest and most 
abiding sense.

‘Tue: place of honour in the present number 
of this publication is assigned to tho Rev. 
Arthur Smith's ‘Sketches of a Country 
Parish,’ which have a force and freshness 
peculiar to the style of the writer. ‘Tho 
characteristics of village life are most amus- 
ingly pourtrayed, and a now insight given 
into many of tho social habits and environ- 
ments of the Chinese which is interosting 
in the highest degree, Nothing is often 
more embarrassing, according to Mr. Smith, 
than a show of yenerosity on the part of a 
convert. All gifts of land or houses for the 
purposes of Christian worship are to be 
received with extreme caution ; some turn- 
ing out white elephants, and others Trojan 
horses—to be discreetly anatomised before 
being hoisted within the walls, Indeod it 
seems almost hopeless to look fora perfectly 
disinterested Chinaman. Covetousness, says 
the writer, was the besetting sin of the early 
chureh, and gives fair promise to beset the 
church to the last. “The old Adam and 
the new seem at times to dwell together in 
somethinglikeharmony, until theemergence 
of some question involving cask, upon which 
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the younger of the two is certain to fly out 
of the house naked and wounded.” Some 
valuable details are also given respor 
the numerous secret societies with which 
the country swarms, “‘ Induction into the 
mysteries of these organizations resembles 
the entrance to those spacious Chinese 
premises where court after court is ranged 
in succession, terminating at last in some 
building grander and more important than 
the rest. However much tho pupil may 
havo learned, there is always beyond a hid- 
don arcanum which he cannot enter, and 
in which, as is generally supposed, both by 
the official and the non-official public, lics 
tho potential revolt which is the legitimate 
ond and aim of so much complex organ- 
ism, Externally the apparent motive is the 
‘Practice of Virtue.’ In reality the hidden 
object is noone knows what. Persons who 
are accustomed to sit crosslogged all night, 
or for nine-and-forty days, and oven in ex- 
treme cases for three years, with closed eyes, 
and bated breath, fixing their thoughts as 
much as possible on absolute vacuity, under 
the impression that their souls may thus 
ascend to heaven and see the invisible, 
aro not unlikely to bo poworfully. intl 
encod by the * Clear Seer’ or ‘ Bright Eyo’ 
(HAAR) who reviews their performances, 
(AIPHR) and expresses a decisive ver~ 
dict on the quality of their work. The 
spico of danger attaching to these nocturnal 
assemblages cements the bone of union 
yet more closely. ‘The leader loads, and 
his followers follow. When mombors of 
thoso sects, and now and then the leaders 
themselves, becomo entangled in the Gospel 
net, it behoves the shephord to look well 
to his crook.”

Awoxe the many topies of interest which 
are forcing themselves at present on the 
attention of the public, the so-called 
‘Salvation Army’ occupies a prominent 
i ‘This remarkable organisation is 
referred to at some length in several of 
the papers now before us, and, to judge 
from all that we there find upon the 
subject, seems to be provoking no emall 
amount of ridicule and opposition, ‘The 
fact is that this Army, with its processions 
and shoutings and pitched battles, is fast 
becoming a very serious nuisance, ‘The 
privates and oflicers are kicked, and pelted, 
and ducked to their very hearts’ content. 
‘Their policy is to get up what are called 
Hosanna ‘Tea-tights, or Salvation Free-and- 
easys, with a view to providing a counter- 
attraction to the gin-shops ; but unfortun- 
ately the proceedings at these ovangolistic 
convivialities are of a nature calculated to 
provoke breaches of the peace, and tho 
consequence is often very serious rows. 
Mere is a specimen of the hymns that 
are occasionally sung :— 
Good Elijah went to Heaven, 
Iu a chariot of fires 
Bright aud warm to glory driveo, 
Fiery horses drow him higher. 
Up Goa’s deatbless way to glory, 
Where God’s holy a hen 5 
Enoch travelled by translation, 
With uo ticket to return. 
Up to glory Paul was carriod, 
Wondrous things to hear and seo ; 
He surveyed the Upper Country, 
Went right up to Number Threo, 
‘Phere must be sumething wrong, remarks 
the Salwiday, in a religious movemont 
which prefers to speak of the Third Heaven, 
in hotel style, as “Number Three.” ‘Tho 
organ of the Salvation Army is called tho 
War Cry, The following reminds one very 
much of the “experiences” detailed by 
members of the Brick Lane Branch of the 
United Grand Junction, ete. ete., in the 
Pickwick Papers : 

‘A convert explained, with tears in bor 
eyes, the material results of the change in 
ber spiritual condition. Her husband” had 
now got a pair of boots, fur lack of which in 
his unconverted state be bat endured con- 

iderable inconveniences. A very startling 
penitent, whom one would even tow rather 
hot weet at a Hallelujah tea-party, said, “1 

uk God T am saved. I have been very 
‘ar committing murder, I have taken a 
istol upstaira with the intention of 
my mother, but God stopped me just 
c* \Ve could mention many other 
such ewes,” sass the editor of The War Cry 
calmly, just as if a large proportion of the 
Uncouverted were in the habit of takiug loaded 
pistols upstairs with the intention of shooting 
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their mothers, In Whitechspel a convert 
announced that, ‘before he was saved, he 
intonded that night to shoot Geor 

the Christy Minstrels.” Now that he is saved, 
he.bas thought better of this rash purpose, 
and Mr, Moor also has been saved, in the 
worldly sense of the term, from the revolver 
of the man of Whitechapel. 


A little further on we are informed of the 
modest wants of a member of the Salvation 
orchestra, one Bandmaster Fry. ‘Band- 
master Fry will be thankful if any of the 
‘Lord’s Soldiers have a double-action Harp, 
not in use, to send it to Head Quarters, to 
bo used in the Army Band for the Lord!” 
—But to pass on. We have the Saturday 
still before us. An article on Coventry is 
pleasant reading, and full of interesting 
archmology. The derivation of the name 
is given as Covent or Convent, and Tre—the 
Tre or Town of the Convent ; but there 
are other authorities who regard the former 
part of the word as a modification of Cunc, 
which they take to be the ancient name of 
the river Shirburn. These archeological 
articles form a distinctive feature of the 
Saturday Review. Another on ‘Cockney 
Sport’ is painfully descriptive of a most 
vile form of amusement recently provided 
for the people by the Directors of the Alex- 
andra Palace. One of the recent “hunts” 
is thus described. A tame fox was turned 
out, and pursued by some of the “leading 
tradesmen of Holloway,” who are reported 
to have looked somewhat uncomfortable in 
their saddles, A single fence of three 
feet in height had been erected, but the 
local sportsmen preferred to take a circuit- 
ous route and avoid this obstacle. ‘‘The 
poor wretch of a fox took refuge in some 
suburban grove of laurels when he was 
tired of racing round his limited enclosure, 
and there he was ingloriously slain by a 
pack of thirteen couple of hounds, which 
are said to havo been recently purchased 
from the Quorn.” Another and still more 
disgusting scene is described later on. “ A 
tame animal was let out of its bag, and 
showed no desire to flee from the face of 
man. The bag-fox merely sat down and 
contemplated the various attractions of the 
Alexandra Palace. Having exhausted these 
delights, the poor creature crept into a 
shrubbery, and having passed a bad night 
in the bag, prepared to go to sleep in a 
thicket just in front of the central arch of 
the Palace. . . . The crowd gathered 
round, and eagerly watched the hounds as 
they devoured the poor sleepy bag-fox, 
butchered to make a cockney-holiday.” 
Every one will admit that this is even worse 
than the glorious sport of foxhunting in- 
dulged in by these poor Cockneys’ betters 
in the country. ‘The difference is only one 
of degree. Then there is a delightfully 
scathing review of Lady Duffus Hardy’s 
Through Cities and Pruirie Lands. This 
author certainly seems to be fitted for 
anything but authorship. She talks about 
steaming up the Mersey to the sea, 
says distinctly that the waters on which 
Christ walked were the Irish Channel, and 
assures her readers that while the wild 
Atlantic waves were rolling round her on 
all sides as fat as the eye could reach—a 
world of palpitating waters—she was all 
the time gliding calmly over them, and 
that they were as unruffled and smooth as 
the bosom of a lake. This is the sort of 
thing that makes reviewers mad and mur- 














derous. The Spectator is Spectatorish. 
There is a somewhat intricately argued 
article upon ‘Episcopal Optimism,’ which 
deals with topics too wide and deep to be 
gone into here, but which no doubt will 
prove of interest to some people. ¢ Fifty 
Years Ago’ gives a quaint but not very 
pleasing picture of life in London in the 
year 1830. It appears to be taken from a 
curious little book written “By a Gentle- 
man” in King William's reign, a sort of 
Guide to Idling in London, for small 
annuitants, which savours too much of the 
more sordid side of London life at the 
present day to be very attractive. A 
review of the Papers of the Manchester 





Literary Club, Vol. VU, is far more valu- 
able. One of the subjects discussed by 
this excellent institution is the work, in the 
general sense of the term, of George Eliot. 
Four papers are devoted to this, the most 
interesting of them being that on George 
Eliot's Use of Dialect. Another deals with 
the bibliography of the great writer, 
not only a list of George Eliot’s acknow- 
edged and unacknowledged - works—the 
latter consisting principally of her con- 











tributions to the Westminster Review—but 
also of the numerous translations of her 
novels into French, Dutch, and German, 
and of the various criticisms, comments, 
clucidations, and the like which her books 
have suggested to critics in England, 
on the Continent, and in the United 
States. “This Georgo Eliot literature,” 
adds the reviewer, “has already become 
formidable in amount, and promises speedi- 
ly to be more so ; the mere enumeration of 
the names of books and articles published 
before and since her death filling three 
closely-printed, large-octavo pages—and 
the list is confessedly incomplete. An- 
other valuable paper was read, ‘Concerning 
one of Wordsworth’s Sonnets,’ which seems 
to bea very startlingly original piece of 
criticism, on which we regret we have no 
room to enlarge further at present. ‘The 
Afhewcwm is rather stiff reading to-day. It 
has no sonnet, as usual, from either Mr. 
Swinburne, Mr. Gosse, or any other poet. 
‘The following, however, may be of interest 
to readers of Mr. Mallock’s now notorious 
novel. It is the first sentence of the Pre- 
face to the second edition :— 


‘The character and the meaning of the 
following work of fiction have been at once 
seen in America, It hax there been recognised. 
asa philosophical novel, identical iu purport 
with ll my previous writings; and it has 
been dealt with simply as sucts. In England, 
however, it seems to have fared differently ; 
and not only its purport, but even the bare 
outlines of ity story, bave boen so entirely 
misconceived in some quarters, and so entirely 
misrepresented in others, that it will not be 
superiluous if L say a few words to explain 
them,

Egyptian fairy-tale, roprinted by M. 
Golenischeff from the St. Petersburg hiera- 
tic papyrus before the Suternational Con- 
gress of Orientalists at Berlin.

‘Wah Hospital on Sunday last (13th), where 
all committees and the leading members of 
the Californian trading hongs were invited 
to meet hin. About noon His Excellency, 
‘accompanied by his attendants, arrived, and 
tho usual ceromonies were gone through, 
After a long speoch they then bade His 
Excellency “Farewell.” 

‘Wo leam from Canton that the Nam Hoi 
Magistrate has issued a proclamation for- 
bidding tho common people to hang up pic- 
tures of Kwan Tai, tho God of War, in their 
dwellings, as ho is one of the most illu 
trious gods of the State and an orthodox 
deity. “Ho has also forbidden the painters 
to paint or sell daubs ofthe sacred presence 
under severe penalties. A sincere respect 
for the dignity of the god has been the 
causo of the issue of this proclamation. 

We observe that steps are about to be 
taken to raise the sunken junks now lying 
in the harbour since the last gale, as tenders 
for the work are advertised for in Satur- 
day's Government Gazette. 

‘Phe British barque Florence Nightingale, 
Melntyre, master, reported ashore on the 
second Bar in the Canton River, has got 
off without sustaining any material damage, 
and has duly arrived at Whampoa, 

‘The news from the steamer Fuyew re- 
ceived to-day (16th) is that the vessel got 
off the rocks on Monday afternoon between

four and five o'clock, and that she con- 
tinued her voyage to Canton, where she 
arrived yesterday morning without further 
mishap. Capt. Croad reports that the ship 
is making very little water, and he feels 
perfectly confident that she ia able to re- 
turn to Shanghai without any repairs, and 
he would much prefer being docked at 
that port than at Hongkong should it be 
found n to dock the vessel at all, 
He describes ‘the night on which she 
grounded as very fine, with the adjacent 
high lands thrown up into bold relief, in 
fact too bold, making the land appeat 
much nearer than it actually was, and it 
was in giving this a wide berth that the 
steamer was beached on tho opposite side 
of the channel. The only injury done to 
the cargo has been about thirty or forty 
bags of rico damaged by water, 

‘The C.MLS.N. Company's steamer Fuyew 
arrived from Canton this morning (18th) 
little, if anything, the worse forthe escapade 
in which she has recently beon indulging 
in the Canton River. From our previous 
reports it may be remembered that the 
Fuyew arrived here from Shanghai on 
Sunday morning last, and that she proceed- 
ed the same evening’ for Canton, her port 
of destination, and that about half-past ten 
o'clock that night, or about an hour and a 
half after leaving this harbour, she ran 
ashore in the Capsingmoon Passage. The 
steamer was at the time in charge of an 
old and experienced river pilot, and 
although the night was Gne, it was very 
dark, so much so that the ship was almost 
ashore as soonas the alarm was given of the 
near proximity to land. Tho ship was 
going easy at the time, and the tide at 
the ebb, and as there was a sounding of 
twenty-live fathoms of water found at the 
stern it was deemed advisable to let the 
vessel remain as she was, rather than run 
the risk of going down in deep water in the 
event of a hole having been knocked in her 
bottom. As fas been already stated the 
assistance of two steam-launches and about 
dozen lighters was speedily obtained from 
Hongkong, and after all the passengers and 
about 300 tons of cargo had been removed 
she floated safely off on the following after- 
noon and continued her passage to Canton. 
‘The ship has suffered literally no damage, 
and will proceed to Shanghai at daylight 
to-morrow morning ; and all that falls to be 
recorded in the way of injury is eight bags 
of rice soaked with water, the result of a 
slight strain to which the vessel must have 
been subjected whon sho grounded. A 
Marine Court of Enquiry has been held at 
the British Consulate, which terminated on 
hed 
with a detailed report of the proceedings, 
which we are informed, were ratherlengthy, 
but we learn that the Chinese pilot has 
boon reprimanded for his share in the mat- 
ter. Some reliable authorities strongly

CANTON. 
Wo understand that foroign relations at 
Canton have been somewhat strained of 
late, The Viceroy, finding that tho bulk 


of the Consular Body was not disposed to 
accept off-hand, innovations in the corros- 
pondence question, does not show his 
tisual promptness in answering despatchos 
nor his usual courtesy in dealing with 
foreign matters. An instance of the latter 
will be found in his reply to Mr. Travers’s 
communication on the Einigration Question, 
a translation of which we published some 
days ago. ‘True, His Excellency has some 
knotty questions on hand just now, but it 
is generally bolioved that whatis happoning 
inbigh quarters is inspired in great part 
by subordinate officers, His Excellency’s 
present advisers arejscareely the men likely 
to command the confidence of forei 

who have any knowledge of the Chinoso 
Character. ‘The Namhot Magistrate is an 
onergetic officer, with an equal amount of 
conceit and ability, who not only himself 
bolieves, but has apparently brought the 
Viceroy to believe, that he knows all about 
the ways of the foreigner, As a matter 
of fact, however, he is doing much to 
impair’ tho good, relations which “havo 
always existed between the Viceroy of the 
Trwo-Kuang and the Consular Representa. 
tives at Canton. Jui Lin'and Liu K‘un-i 
ere Governors Geueral who gained the 
respect and esteem of both natives and 
foreigners, and much of their succoss in 
this direction was due to a judicions solec- 
tion of agents, more especially of thoxe 
who took part in the management of 
foreign affairs. ‘Tho present Namhof's frat 
step jon assuming fico was. to aend 
cireular lotter to the Consuls, in which an 
unbecoming style of address, which even 
the Viceroy would never dream of using, 
was adopted. This was of course promptly 
returned through His Excellency, who 
courteously acknowledged his underling’s 
mistake. Since then he has received many 
rebuffs, but the result only seems to make 
hhim more determined than to persevere in 
his childish attempt to lower foralgn prot. 
tige. The sooner he learns that the 

for such trifling are long sinco past, the 
better for himself and all concerned, ' His 
recent action in closing the Sai Tsiu filature 
establishments is not likely to add to his 
reputation amongst foreigners, Tho assis 
tant Namboi, who is the Viceroy’s general 
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factotum, is an officer of no training in the 
public service who owes his present position 
merely to a fair acquaintance with English. 
It is desirable that care should be taken to 
restrict this officer’s functions to conveying 
verbal messages and acting as interpreter. 
Foreign Consuls are, however, long in 
learning the lesson that nothing is ever 
gained by treating with a subordinate 
Officer when access to a higher one is 
obtainable.—China Mail.

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Mf. 1BURG’S CONCERT. 


It is pleasant to be able to chronicle a 
very great success for the first Concert 
given by BI. Iburg this season. ‘The large 
attendance on Friday evening, and the 
evident enjoyment of the music as testified 
by the hearty applause, are a clear proof 
that, after all, fine class musicical has its 
admirers in Shanghai, and is well ablo to 
hold its own against’ the opposing attrac- 
tious of the Offeubachian school. ‘The soft, 
sweet strains of the stringed insirameuts 
were a welcome change after the blatant 
noise of brass bands, which have beon 
upon occasions introduced into our local 
Concert-halls ; the instrumentatiou showed 
marked finish, and the songs were one and 
all’ well rendered. It was fortunate for 
MM, Iburg that the night was fine, and the 
great chilliness, that had previously pre- 
vailed, considerably modified ; the 
was rather dimly lighted, but its comfort- 
able warmth and tho excellence of the 
arrangements generally, made amends for 
this trifling defect, 

‘The Concert opened with a quartett of 
Morart’s for Clarionet, Viola, Violoncello, 
and two Violins, This was played with 
care and precision, the last movement 
giving especial satisfaction to the audience, 
The motif has a quaintnoss about it which 
is very charming, and is open to what 
most people consider the very desirable 
charge of * tuniness,’ so painful to members 
of the more advanced persuasions. The 
gentleman who sang Morgan's ballad ‘My 
Sweetheart when a boy’ was, wo under- 
stand, called upon almost at the last momont 
to take the place of another amateur who 
had boon unavoidably prevented froin assist- 
ing. He proved himself a worthy substi- 
tute, We may be permitted to say that 
his second song, that in the Second Part 
of the Concert, was more successful than 
his first. His voice is of peculiar sweet 
uess, being an unusually high tenor ; aud 
in singing ‘My Sweetheart” it seemed to 
lack roundness, sounding rather as though 
the singer were not giving full play to the 
larynx. At first we thought that this was 
due to our own position in the Hall; but 
“Phe Maid I love’ was sung with such an 
access of power and effect that we are 
inclined to think that it was not the 
acoustic properties of the building that 
wera in fault in the first instance, But in 
spite of thislittle bit oferiticism—which may 

hypereriticism—tho rendering of botlt 
ngs was artistic and enjoyable in a very 
high degree. ‘Then came a Recitative aud 
Aria from Biindel’s Rinaldo, for Baritone, 
‘This was admirably sung by a gontleman 
whose voice is remarkable for its pleasant 
sinoothness of tone, and tho sigus it shows 
of careful training. It is a particularly 
agreeable voice, and the music allotted to 
the singer was well calculated to show it 
to advantage. A Concerto for Violin, with 
orchestral accompaniment, brought the first 
part to a most satisfactory close. ‘The com- 
poser, M. Iburg, was in admirable vei 
we have seldom heard him play with greater 
effect or more perfect finish. We must 
also give a special word of praise to the 
now well-known lady amateur, whose 
finished performances on the piano formed 
so prominent and pleasing a feature in 
two of the concerted pieces. The gem of 

e evening, however, was yet tu come, 
’o this distinction we assign the string 
Quartett of Schubert's for ‘wo Vivlins, 
Viola, and Violoncello, played in first-rate 
style by M. Iburg aud his accomplishod 
coadjutors. Nothing could exceed the de- 
licacy aud truth with which this very 
beautiful music was rendered, aud it ouly 
missed an encore from a considerativi, 
dombtless, that the programme was a liberal 
one, and’that the excellent things yet in 
store weuld bring the performanes to a 
someivhat advanced hour without any. aid 
fcom repetitions. ‘The Fantaisie for Flute 
(Bellini) formed a pleasing variation in the 
bill of fare, and the amateur to whom we , 
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were indebted for it deserves high praise for 
the purity and beauty of his performauce. 
His notes were admirably clear and well- 
sustained, and he is evidently no tyro in his 
art. Auother song—Kiicken’s Gul’ Nacht, 
fahreoht—again Brought the Baritone 
singer to the fore, who acquitted himself 
with as much honour as on the previous 
occasion, singing with singular ease and 
good effect. In approaching the last pieces 
on the programme, to which are appended 
the great names of Bach and Besthoven, 
weare inclined to regret having already 
awarded the palm of distinction to 
Schubert's guartett. Suffice it to say that 
the splendid and beautiful music of the 
two masters was rendered in a worthy style 
by M. Ibury, who, as we have alroady said, 
seemed at his very best. Some of the notes 
he produced on Friday evening were un- 
surpassed for delicacy, aud for that won- 
derful fineness that characterises all the 
performances of this really admirable 
violinist. ‘The Concert was a yenuine suc- 
cess, and the generous support which the 
entrepreneur received on this occasion from 
the public may be accepted as a favourable 
harbinger of his future fortunes. 

















TEMPERANCE SOCIETY'S ENTERTAINMENT. 


There was a fairly good attendance at 
the Temperance Hall on Saturday eveni 
under the genial chairmanship of Re 
Muirhead, Mr, Algar succeeded in yivi 
great satisfaction to the audience by his 
careful rendering of several well-selected 
songs, and, we think, established himself 
as quite a general favourite. Mr. Ambrose 
also did extremely well; and Mr. Manz 
earned the thauks of the audience for the 
courageous way in which he performed 
a flute solo, sulfering, as we are informed 
he was, from a severe cold; and we must 
not forget to award a justly-earned meed 
of praiso to the young’ lady amateur, who 
played a very sparkling pot-pourri ‘upon 
the piano. ‘The address of the evening 
was delivered by the Rev, A. J. Bamford, 
who began by the judicious remark that 
he entirely failed to see what could be 
said about the subject of Temperance 
that had not been said before. He 
managed, however, to throw some new 
light “upon it from his experiences in 
Calcutta, He had there been Hon, Sec. of a 
Society the aim of which was to bring 
Hindovs and Europeans together, and his 
great difficulty in arranging social réunions 

tween the two classes was tu avoid the 
danger of demoralising the former by the 
example of the latter—in the matter of 
wine-drinking, of course. He cited the 
testimony of Lord Napier, Sic Garnet 
Wolseley, and Sir Frederick Roberts— 
whom ho referred to as the three most 
celebrated soldiers that had been recently 
engaged in cutting other people's throats 
—to the offect that all the teetotallers in 
their respective regiments wero remark- 
able for the amount of hard work aud 
Jong endurance of which they were cap- 
able. ‘The speaker was also very severe 
outhose doctors who inconsiderately recom- 
mended their patients to driuk port wine, 
particularly in cases where, as appeared 
from subsequent enquiries, mille would 
have been even better. In’ nearly every 
instance, said Mr. Bamford, when a patient 
asked his medical adviser why be had 
recommended port wine when milk would 
have been equally good, the doctor replied 
that it was because he thought port wine 
would be the more acceptable of the two; 
and in giving preceedence to the wine, in 
such cases, he thought that doctors 
incurred a very serious responsibility. 
Mr, Bamford’s speech, in spite of the 
difficulty under which he professed himself 
to be labouring, was effective and concise, 
aud was very well received by the audience. 
The Rev. W, Muirhead referred to a project 
that had been set on foot to yive the sailors

People in other parts of the 
world, (notably England) caunot under- 
stand how we get any amusement out of 
simply g.-mg across country on a line of 
paper, and oue stolid hardriding Britisher, 
in the habit of fox-hunting at home in 
rather iff surt of country, remarked to 
au enthusiastic Shanghailauder, that he 
though? “ paper-hunting must be very like 
kissing your grandmother.” Be that as it 
some of the water jumps that were 
given in Saturday's hunt would consider- 
ably thin out a British hunting-tield, 
Nowhere can the China pony be sven to 
more advantage than in yoing across 
country, and when one sees how these 
small specimens of the genus can 
curry fourteen stone across twelve miles 
of rut and farrow, going as hard 
can and jumping ‘Whatever comes in their 
way, it sems to border on the marvellous, 

The country is almost clear, and the 
very cold weather we have been having 
for'the last week has stripped the cotton 
stalks, ‘The heavy storms we had last 
summer have altered many of the jumps ;

last season are now almost impracticable, 
while others are filled in, Ware hules is 
a ery heard more often than ever this 
season, and it behuves every oue tu be very 
careful of these manifestations of the 
villagers’ dislike tu cross-countes riding.

[HE PRINCES. 
We give the following re ft the 
steps taken to receive the Princes, in the 
fer in which they appeared in our Daily 
issues. It will be seen from our Sum- 
mary of News to how very little the pro- 
osals originally made, and commented on 
herein, hare sinco fallen :~ Wednesday, 
28rd, ‘was a day which will long be re- 
membered in Shanghai as that on which 
the Princes did not Jand. From carly 
dawn till dewy eve the community alter- 
nately enjoyed and suffered emotions of 
the most ‘conflicting nature, A confident 
trust was triumphant one moment that 
the Princes would arrive hero in time 
for the Races, or at all events for the 
finish; that one of them might present 
the prizes yesterday, leaving the younger, 
it might be, to grace the dais to-day at 
the close of the Athletic Sports, and that all, 
would go as merry asaimarriage-bell. ‘The 
next moment it was known that they would 
not land that day; that the Voiunteers 
might not, after all, be wanted as a Guard 
of Honour, aud that there was a hitch som 
where, in the whole plan of arrangemet 
‘Then, the public conscience solaced itself 
with thereflection that the original program- 
memight after all be more or less closely ad- 
hored to on later dates ; the only matter for 
arranyement being the very simple one of 
so dovetailing the various days’ engage- 
ments into whatever arrangements 
been alrendy drawn-up for their Royal 
Hizhnesses as to allow of their observance 
of their own programme while honow: 
the inhabitants of Shanghai by a genial 
participation in the rather meayrely pro- 
portioned scheme of entertainment pro- 
vided at our hands. This expectation 
was likewise doomed not to be realised ; 
and by the afternuon it eame to be 
pretty well known that the Princes would 
not at present visit Shanghai, but, going 
up-country on a shooting exentsion ‘in the 
first lace, may be with us in ten days or 
so from now. Perhaps they will then be able 
to take part in some entertainment, to be 
got-up to mark the visit of the Detacl 
Squadron to these _w ; 
ment of a public el 
ing, not from any one section in par- 
ticular of the community, but from Shang- 










































































hai as a whole, to which the Admiral, Lord 
Clanwilliam, and the Officers of the Squad- 
ron, amongst whom the Princes almost 
lose their individuality, should be invited. 
Such is in brief the pathetic history of 
yesterday, the various chapters of which 
will be found appended in due order. The 
result, as suecinetly put, is simply this :— 
‘The Princes proceed up the Yangtsze on 
a shooting excursion in H.BLS. Fly this 
morning, and will not arrive in Shanghai 
before December 2nd. The Athletic Sports 
take place to-day and the Races on 
Friday as arranged; the Ofticers of the 
Squadron will be invited to be presont, 
and a fair number may be expected 
to avail. themselves of the invitation 
and to take some interest in the various 
events, All the other portions of the 
proposed programme fall to the ground. 
The Admiral has explained that it is not 
jered desirable that any greater publie 
ice should be taken of the visit of tho 
ached Squadron to these waters than 
has hitherto been accordeil to the visits of 
other Squadrons of the British Navy. ‘This 
utterance virtually binds the hands of the 
public and the Committee, because it would 
be great discourtesy to’ force attentions 
either upon the young princes as illustrious 
guests or upon the Squadron a8 a hole, 
after we have been distinctly told that 
there are reasous, the force of which no 

can help seeing now, why such attentions 
should not be shown; it would be dis- 
courtvous even to a greater extent than 
had no welcome been proffered to those 
who uow visit these waters for the first 
time. ‘The great fault that has pervaded 
the whole scheme for doing something 
worthy of the occasion is one of proportion. 
Everyone has thought too much of the 
Princes and them alone, ‘The fact would 
seem to have been largely lost sight of 
that they occupy a most peculiarly deli- 
te and anomalous position on buard the 
Bacchaule, being at present simply junior 
ofticers equal with others of the sine rank 
in the Service, Had that consideration 
been impressed more upon those whose 
duty it became to communicate with the 
Admiral of the Detached Squadron, a policy 
perhaps more in accord with the rules of 
Giplomacy and official etiquette mizh 
have been more successful than that 
which called forth the somewhat curt 
reply which most people cam 

looking upon in the light of a kind of 
rebuff. Be that as it may, nothing now 
remains to be done save ‘to arrange a 
Pablic Entertainment to be held in honour 
of the visit of the Squadron, to which the 
Admiral and Ollicers shall’ be invited. 
‘There is only a small field of entertain- 
ments to choose from, which would be at 
all suitable ; and everyone's thoughts seem 
naturally to gravitate to a Ball at the Club, 
such being the highest beaw ideal of earthly 
happiness to which Shanghai can soar. 
And Ball it will probably be, the. Com 
mittee having resolved on that form of 
entertainment yesterday afternoon. The 
Ball will, as at present proposed, take 
place at the Shanghai Club on the 5th 
December, (which falls on a Monday), just 
ten days from now. ‘There is full time to 
make the Ball to be given to the Squadron 
a splendid success, and we have no doubt 
various suggestions will be forthcoming for 
the benefit of the Committee. Wesincerely 
trust the entertainment may prove the 
success it deserves to be, worthy of the 
occasion, and altogether such as to the 
provide a pleasant evening for those whom 
in all parts of the world Englishmen and 
foreigners are ever glad to havo as their 
guests—the officers of Her Majesty’s Navy.

were not travelling in state but were 
merely in the position of midshipmen on 
board H.DS.-Bacchante, they would not 
be able to accept any ofticial Reception, to 
take part in any public ceremonies, or to 
avail themselves of any invitations during 
their stay hore, save and except such as 
were addressed to the oflicers of the vessels 
of the Sauadcou j sid then only if their 
duties and other circumstances allowed of 
their doing so. The telegram also stated 
that neither the Admiral, nor tho two 
young midshipmen in whose doings every 
‘one’s interest here centres at the present 
moment, would land at Shanghai till 
Thursday morning at tho earliest. A 
small deputation of the Committeo, headed 
by the Chairman, was then named, and 
empowered to confer with Lord ‘Clan. 
william at Woosung and report to another 
meeting of the Committee to be held 
later in the day. ‘The deputation, on 
whom full power was conferred, proceodod 
in the forenoon by steam-launch to Woo- 
sung, where they were to solicit an inter- 
view with the Admiral. 

At a meeting held in the afternoon at 
4 o'clock, the deputation reported the 
result of their visit to Woosung and their 
interview with the Admiral. They wero 
informed by His Excellency that it was 
not considered desirable that thero should 
be any public. ceremony on the the occa- 
sion of the visit of the Detached Squadron 
over and above such courtesies as were 
usually tendered to the officers of Her 
Majesty's Navy when one of the Squadrons 
visited these waters. There would be no 
formal landing and consequently no reeap- 
tion such as the Committee proposed, 
Atrangements had boen inade for cortain 

mongst whom were the Princes, 
roceeding up the Yangtsze by H.MS. 

Ny on Thursday morning to engage ina 
shooting excursion, This would preclude 
them from being prosent at any of the 
entertainments proposed by the Committoo 
to be held in their honour, The shooting 
party would not return for a week or 
eight days. ‘the Princes would not be 
Wie to visit Shanghai before the 2nd 
December,*and when they did so they 
could participate in no public coremor 
‘The Princes, it was explained, were simply 
junior oflicets of the Bacchante; ana could 
accept no such invitation as the Committee 
proposed—that is to say, to public entertain- 
ments annonneed as to be held in their 
honone. 

After the Committeo had been favoured 
with the report of the deportation, it was 
agreed that the Athletic Sports tale place 
on Thursday and the Races on Friday and 
that the other items of the programme as 
Arafted be allowed to drop. It was 
resolved that invitations be forwarded 
to the officers of the Squadron for the 
Athletic Sports and Race meetings. ‘The 
Committee also agreed that a Public 
Ball should be given on the Sth December 
at the Shanghai Club, to which the Admiral 
and all officers of the Squadron be invited. 
Since then, however, as will be seen 
whore, this project has been abandoned.

vents, Mendicancy and indolonce are nut 
very inviting to a people who regard beg. 
gathood as a disgrace, and who recognize 
the nobleness of honest toil, Celibacy 
must ever be despicable to men whose 
greatest happivess is found in the home and 
the rearing of afamily. Monastic seclusion 
is wot very cousisteut with the Chinese 
doctrine of the “Five Relationships” in 
which tho whole duty of man 
to be contained, Fifteon hur 
‘ayo monasteries wero burned in China when 
Buddhism was purer than it is to-day, and 
the old antipathy is still cherished, | For 
nearly 200 years Buddism has been pro- 
testing against social barriers and sexual 
distinctions ; yet they have not succeeded

A TALE OF THE SEAS, 
Captain A. F. Colson, of the American 
schouner Alecauiru, arrived at Yokuhama, 





18th October last, near the Kuriles. The 
master of the Sea Lion said that on the 
24th October he saw a schooner with a 
signal of distress flying. He immediately 
bore away for the vessel, and on coming 
alongside found it was the otter schooner 
Diana, Captain Petersen, from Yokohama, 
"he cause of the signal was soon explained. 





| It appears from Captain Petersen's account, 


that the Dianw had that morning put into 
Copper (Mednie) island, near the coast of 
Kamehatka, in the Behring Sea (though 
with what object does not appear, but 
it is generally supposed the schooner 
was out of water aud put in for a fresh 
supply). ‘Three boats were manned and 
pulled for the shore. Overhauging the 
beach at the spot it was proposed to land 
at was a perpendicular cliff, some threo 
hundred feet hixh. As the first boat touch 
ed the sand the boatswain, a Japanese, 
jumped ont, and had scarcely set foot on 
terra firma when a shot fired from the top 
of the cliff pierced his breast and he fe 
dead. This appears to have been the 
signal for a general attack, as a brisk fire 
from about twenty-five rifles was immedi- 
ately opened on the three boats from the 
top of the cliff, Another Japanese was shot 
and fell out of the boat into the water ; two 
more were killed and ten wounded. Of the 
foreigners, a hunter, Smith, received six 
balls in hisright thigh, one in his left leg and. 
one in his right shoulder. Another hunter, 
known as Fred, received two balls, ono 
breaking an arm. The men in the boats 
are said to have been unarmed and pulled 
back to the vessel as quickly as possible, 
tho natives firing at them until after they 
got on board the schooner. One riflo 
bullet struck the deck of the vessel aud 
sent some splinters flying. Captain Petersen 
found on mustering his crew, that only 
five Japanese out of nineteen were able to 
work, the others being more or less badly 
wounded. He hoisted a signal of distress, 
which, as beforo stated, was obsorved by 
the Stu Lion; and with the assistauce of 
the crow of the latter he got up anchor 
and sailed away for Petropavlovak in order 
to obtain medical assistance, It was be- 
lieved that Smith would uot live to reach 
that port.—Jayan Gazette.
